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THE REVIEW 


In the October issue, the policy and purpose of The Review was announced to the 
school in the form of an editorial. Briefly our object was to ‘‘present to the school, 
a paper which will meet with the pleasure and approbation of every Centralite and 
which will at the same time measure up to the standard of the school.’’ Our policy 
was ‘‘one of strict impartiality to our various interests, dealing alike with one and ail, 
representing each in each issue if possible ; relating every item of interest to the 
school; praising wherever praise is possible, criticizing little or none; remembering 
always that The Review is the only basis upon which people outside of the school can 
base their judgment of the school’s ability and character, at work and at play.’’ 
Whether we have accomplished this object along these lines of policy is not for us 
to say, but we are content in the knowledge that we have done our best in our en- 
deavor to make The Review a ‘‘school paper in fact as well as in name.”’ 

This year, the twenty-ninth since the first Review was issued by Mr. Lyon, now 
Associate Editor of The Star, has been a particularly successful one. We have pub- 
lished eight numbers, six of which were special in that they featured the object or oc- 


easion to which they were dedicated. : : j 
The great defect in a school magazine is that, because of the time required to print 


and assemble it, the news is necessarily old when it reaches the reader. We have not 
attempted to remedy this defect entirely, because to do so would necessitate changing 
The Review into a newspaper, a weekly or bi-weekly. On numerous occasions, how- 
ever, the ‘‘write-up’’ of certain events has appeared within several days of their oc- 
currence, and when this was impossible, news and notices have been posted on the 
Review Bulletin, where all who wished might read. The primary purpose of the school 
magazine becomes then, not the presentation of news, but the recording of events, put- 
ting them in permanent form for reference or other purposes. In order to make The 
Review efficient as a record, we have separated the various school interests into differ- 
ent departments, with an editor at the head of each and each having the same rela- 
tive position in each number. This plan added greatly to the uniformity and gezeral 
appearance of each number. 

If The Review has been successful this year, and we can frankly say that it has, 
the credit is due in a large measure to the conscientious work of the staff. The busi- 
ness department under Everard Dunkum, has been efficiently and capably handled. 
News of the school interests has been well presented by the various editors and the 
School Notes section has been up to the standard. Although there was not an aban- 
dance of material from which to select, the literary department has been interesting- 
ly developed, striving for a medium between fiction and instructive articles. These 
various parts constitute the nucleus of the school magazine and it is therein that we 
have made The Review a ‘‘school paper in fact as well as in name.”’ 

The staff of The Review desires to express its appreciation of the work of our 
faculty adviser, Miss Coolidge, whose ever-ready assistance has been invaluable, 
and whose sound advice has done much to Make The Review what it is. We extend 
to her our best wishes for still greater success in the future, especially when The Re- 
view will occupy its new home in new Central.

This plan allowed more mem- 
ibers of thesociéty to earn positions on the teams, but retarded the work of preparing 
for the debate; because of the time necessary to decide upon the personnel of each 
lteam) “Another unique feature of this year’s debate was the fact that different sys- 
téms\df procedure were used in the two cities in accordance with a compromise pre- 
viously arranged between representatives of the two schools.

Washington was that of three ten-minute speeches and individual, five-minute refuta- 
tions. In Baltimore, there were but two fifteen-minute speeches, followed by a fifteen- 
minute rebuttal delivered by an additional member from each team. 

After many trials and much competition for the eight places, the two teams were

The subject for debate was, Resolved ; That Congress Should Enact a Workmen’s 
Compulsory Compensation Law, Applying to Workers Employed in Producing, Man- 
ufacturing, or Transporting Commodities of Inter-State Commerce. Our negative 
team at Baltimore attacked the theory of this proposition, and showed the inefficieney 
of such a law. This strong plan of attack, however, failed to convince a majority of 
the judges, and the decision went to the Baltimore team by a vote of two to one. 

But, at the same time, our affirmative in Washington defended this same proposi- 
tion so successfully by showing the soundness of the theory behind it, the necessity for 
national legislation, and the efficiency of the proposed law, that the judges awarded 
them the victory by a two to one decision, thus saving old Central from defeat. 

This was Central’s fifteenth consecutive victory in debate. The defeat of our 
negative team, however, forced us to be content to share the championship with the 
Baltimore City College. 

Great credit should be given the members of both teams for their work, and also 
to Mr. Noyes, the coach, to whose untiring efforts in preparing the teams, the victory 
is largely due. 

In spite of the fact that almost all of the members of this year’s teams graduate, 
Central will continue to maintain her preeminence in debate, if the school will give 
the teams the support and encouragement which they deserve.

Some twenty-one years ago the University of Pennsylvania inaugurated what 
promised to be the newest and most interesting set of athletic games, known through- 
out the country today as the Penn. Relay carnival. ‘In the first few ‘years of their 
existence the games were not very well patronized, but their popularity steadily in- 
ereased ; consequently, to date the Penn. carnival is recognized by all followers of track 
athletics as the greatest athletic meet of the year, outside of the Olyripic Games. 

Central decided in 1897 to try its luck in the new games and had the unusual 
good fortune to win for the first, but not for the last time, the High School Champion- 
ship of America,. We repeated this feat in 1898 and 1901. Then came fourteen long 
years of. patient waiting before Central was able again to welcome to her hall of 
fame the fourth and greatest of all her championship teams, the triumphant team of 
1915. We are called upon to pause in our school history for a while to praise, com- 
mend and congratulate the victors.| Their) earnestness, faithfulness, patience and 
never. failing determination that always typify the Qld Central Spirit enabled these 
boys to put up the fight they did in winning the longed-for victory. If, these fel- 
lows had not adhered strictly to the training rules prescribed for them it might have 
cost the team that scant yard that kept us in front, and Central would still be await- 
ing the arrival of its fourth championship‘team. If one will stop to think, our team 
has not only brought fame and honor to Central but its performance will go'down on 
record ‘as one far above any schoolboy feat in outside competition and most notable 
in the history of all local high or preparatory schools. We can not say enough for 
the team but to get to the very bottom of all of Central’s track suecess—who was 
the man who made it possible for Central teams to win eighteen out of nineteen 
track championships? Who was the man who turned out the four National High 
School Championships for Central? Who is he still who gives up day after day to 
labor and struggle for Central? We owe our greatest appreciation to that man whose 
untiring efforts have turned out athletes of world-wide fame and who has kept Cen- 
tral at the top of the ladder for many a day. No tribute great enough ean be paid 
Mr. Foley, the man behind the guns. 

Imagine twenty thousand people eagerly awaiting the welcome report of the 
starter’s revolver just ten minutes before the College Championship of America. That 
was when our race, the High School Championship was run off, just ten minutes be- 
fore Pennsylvania broke the world’s record, defeating Harvard’s best quartet in the 
mile relay. Every spectator seemed strongly interested and keyed to the occasion. 
Here is what they saw. Brooklyn Manual Training had the pole with Bloomfield 
second, Lynn third, Washington Central fourth, with Philadelphia Central and New- 
ark Central fifth and sixth, respectively. At the crack of the gun, a dash for the pole 
with much elbowing, and ‘‘Bill’ Gates of Washington Central out in front, literally 
burning up the track with a beautiful stride, Down the back stretch they went and 


around the turn. The home stretch saw Gates weaken. The pace had been a hot one. 
Three men passed, then ‘‘Lee’’ Hunt took up the work for Central. A man passed 
him on the turn, then down the back stretch Hunt was fifth, at least fifteen yards 
hind the leader. Then smoke arose from the track, and someone asked, ‘‘Who went 
by?’’ No one scemed to know, but when the smoke cleared away Hunt was seen to 
round the turn with five yards to spare. As the runners passed the Pennsylvania 
stands a roar arose and the Penn. students showed that they appreciated a beautiful 
race. Hunt was never headed. He gave Birthright three yards and ‘‘Park’’ toyed 
with them and added a couple more. Walter Milstead was off with a rush and, before 
half the distance had been reached, Milstead was ten yards in the van. The Central 
supporters were wild but their hearts sank when the anchor man on Newark Central 
left the crowd and began to close up the distance on Milstead. The stadium was on 
its feet, the roar deafening. On they came, the Newark runner only three yards be- 
hind—the tape was not far off, then—two yards—one—then the tape snapped and 
the Central man was across, winning the High School Championship of America. The 
time was 3:34, the best a Washington High School team has ever made. 

Here they are! Take a good look at them, for many days will pass before Cen- 


tral will see and claim a better relay team.

When five football teams are about evenly matched in strength, weight and play- 
ing ability, it requires more than one game between each team to truly determine the 
superiority of one over another. And although the result of the inter-scholastie 
series was a keen disappointment to all Centralites, we have no cause to feel ashamed 
of our team. Even though we finished fourth in the championship race, we were 
scored upon but twice in the entire series, a showing that would, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, win first place. The very fact that only 128 points were scored in the ten 
games by all the teams together—an average of 12.8 points per game—indicates how 
evenly matched the scholastic elevens were. Every game was close and the slightest 
break of luck one way or another was sufficient to change the tide of the contest. 

In the preliminary games of the season, the team met with more or less success, 
displaying a determination and ability that was encouraging. On October 6th, Cen- 
tral and the Georgetown Preps battled to a scoreless tie, both teams showing to a 
good advantage at so early a stage in the season. On October 10th, we held the strong 
Episcopal High eleven to even terms at Seminary, Va., play ending with the score 
seven all. A week later, the team journeyed to the Naval Academy where it held the 
Plebe team to a single touchdown. This trip to Annapolis, an innovation this year, 
was such a success that an attempt will be made to make it an annual event. 

On Tuesday, October 27th, Central played its first game of the scholastic series, 
losing to Technical 6 to 0. In the very first quarter, Ochsenreiter received a long for- 
ward pass, which gave Tech the ball on our 20 yard line, and after a series of line 
plunges, he went through one of our tackles for a touchdown—the first Tech had 
scored upon a Central team in five years. 

In our second game, against Business, the team met with better success. In the 
first period, Ike Macdonald crossed the Stenographers’ goal line for the only touch- 
down of the game, and kicked a beautiful goal from a difficult angle. This victory was 
well earned and served to revive the hopes of the Blue and White supporters. 

In the next game, Western, our ancient “‘hoodoo,’’ sprang the surprise of the 
season, holding us to a scoreless tie. Perhaps the team was over confident, but, to say 
the least, Western’s stubborn fight was unexpected, and while the ball was in our 
opponents’ territory the most of the time, we were unable to force it over their goal 


line. 
On November 20th, in the latter half of a double-header, Central fell before the 


boys from Capitol Hill by a score of 7 to 0. This was the hardest game of all to lose. 
In the fourth quarter, Hill intercepted a forward pass and ran 55 yards for a touch- 
down, but the ball was called back because of an off-side play. A few minutes later 
Horn of Eastern, intercepted one of our passes and ran 70 yards for the touchdown 
that won the game. 

On the next evening, after a meeting of the ‘‘C’’ men at which ‘‘ Buck’’ Ockstadt 
was elected captain for 1915, the squad was entertained by the Senior Class at the an- 
nual Football Supper. The occasion was a decided success, and if any depression was 
felt over the loss of the day before, it certainly was not in evidence. Following the 
supper, addresses were made by a number of the distinguished members of our Alum- 
ni, after which the banqueters adjourned to the Assembly Hall for a general football 
celebration to which the whole school had been invited. 

A vote of thanks is due Coach John Thomas, for the excellent manner in which he 
handled this squad. As far as knowledge of the game was concerned, Central never 
possessed a better team; and it was through the untiring efforts of this man that such 
a team was turned out in 1914. 

Thus closed the football season of 1914—a season peculiar in interest and inde- 
cisive in result. Although we finished next to last, there was but one team that had a 
less number of points scored against it. On no oceasion were we overwhelmingly de- 
feated, for no team—not even the Navy Plebes—was able to obtain more than one 
touchdown at our expense. When the team won, it won fairly; and when it lost, it 
lost gamely. The school is proud of the way in which the team conducted itself; it is 
proud of its captain and it extends its best wishes and its fondest hopes to the fellows 
who will represent Central on the gridiron next autumn.

The track team which represented Central this year was one of the best that ever 
sported the blue and white. It was composed almost entirely of men who saw service 
last year with a few new performers who have proved valuable. Not ‘only was the 
team reliable in its performances but in it was embodied the spirit that makes men 
and good athletic teams. This was demonstrated by the high attendance average and 
the ‘‘pep”’ and good will that the members evinced during the long training seasons. 
The managerial staff has been very efficient and has cooperated with Coach Bill Foley, 
the father of all track successes at Central, to make the team of 1915 the champion- 
ship team that it is. 

The team started to shine before the public in the Johns-Hopkins Fifth Regiment 
indoor meet in Baltimore, when it captured the highest number of scholastic points, 
and won two relay events by a large margin. Taber, winning the scholastic half-mile, 
contributed five of these points, while the other three were the result of a second place 
won by Cliff Jones in the century dash. Our half mile team, running Agnew, Oyster, 
Fishback, and Birthright won from Western High School of this city and a Baltimore 
City College quartet by at least twenty-five yards. The most important event of this 
meet from our view point was the mile relay race in which Central literally walked 
away from a team representing Western High School. Gates, running first, had open- 
ed a lead of ten yards when he touched off Hunt, the next man. Hunt, Hill, and 
Milstead running in that order each augmented this lead by ten yards until Milstead 
crossed the finish at least 40 yards in front of Maxam, Western’s anchor man. The 
time made by this team 3 m., 39 3/5 s., was second only to that made by the team from 
the University of Virginia, which won the mile championship of the south. 

In the Georgetown indoor games, held the first week in March, this same team 
entered a race for the championship of the District. As the other High Schools of 
the city refused to run, the team ran the course alone and was awarded the champion- 
ship. Owing to the sharp turns that were an impediment to our long legged repre- 
sentatives, our other teams and entrants failed to win places. 

Central High School sprang into national athletic fame when a mile relay team 
from this school won the High School Championship of America at the Relay Carni- 
val held by the University of Pennsylvania, the first outdoor meet of the year. A 
special article by Captain Oyster describes fully this wonderful feat performed by 


Gates, Hunt, Birthright, and Milstead. We also had a second team at this meet which 
ran in the class that the first team would have run in had they not chosen to try for 
the championship. This class was too fast for them, and although they did not win 
places the race run by Fishback, Bassett, Oyster, and Hill was gritty, and reflects only 
credit on the component members and the school. 

In the Maryland Agricultural College Meet held on May first we scored a total 
of sixteen points, a score better than that of any other High School of the District, 
Ten of these points were the result of firsts obtained by Wingate and Buell in the 
high and broad jumps, Wingate clearing the bar at 5 ft., 4 in. in winning the high 
jump, and Buell easily outstripping his opponents in the broad jump by a leap of 20 
ft., 6 in. Birthright contributed three points by finishing second to Maxam of West- 
ern in the quarter, while the remaining three came from thirds won by Gates, Mil- 
stead, and Oyster in the 100 yd. dash, 220 yd. dash and 220 yd. low hurdles, respec- 
tively. 

In the meet held by the Tome Institute of Port Deposit, Md., Central again tow- 
ered above the rest of the Washington High Schools in the total number of points, 
capturing 20 credits to Western’s 9, the nearest competitor. Fifteen of these points 
were the result of firsts won by Birthright, Speidel, and Bassett in the 440 yd., pole 
vault, and novice 660 yds., respectively. Gates contributed three points by winning 
second place in the 220 yd. low hurdles, while the remaining two came from thirds 
won by Milstead and Wingate in the 220 yd. dash and high jump in the order named. 

The school in general and the class of 1915 in particular will, in future years, 
look back on the performance of this team with great pleasure and appreciation for 
the efforts that they have expended in the service of old Central. The team merits 
all praise that can be extended it for, not only has it taken its victories with modesty, 
but it has demonstrated a wonderful recuperative ability after defeat, which, after all, 
is the final criterion of manhood.

While it is impossible at the date of this writing to review the entire season, it is 
certainly safe to say that the baseball team of 1915 measures up to the championship 
standard in every respect, and that only hard luck can rob us of the pennant. Al- 
though three important games of the championship series remain to be played, the 
school is confident that within a month Captain Macdonald will lead the team on the 
platform to receive the Princeton cup. But baseball luck is uncertain, and it is dan- 
gerous to prophesy, especially when three teams of the caliber of Western, Business 
and Eastern are still to be met. Still, even should we lose all three of the remaining 
games, every Centralite would feel as proud of the nine as if they were the cham- 
pions of the world, for a fighting spirit always conduces to admiration, and such a 
spirit is possessed by the team this year—playing against as strong opponents as can 
be found in the District and vicinity, Central has made an enviable record, winning 
12, losing 4 and tying 1. 

The high school series was inaugurated very auspiciously by Central when it de- 
feated Tech, an ancient rival, by the score of 1 to 0. As this indicates, the game was 
a close, hard-fought battle, not being decided until the last man was out. This, the 
first baseball victory over Tech in five years, was featured by the pitching of Walter 
Cox, the Blue and White’s veteran twirler, and by the work of ‘‘Molly’’ Roberts, 
who drove in the winning run with a clean single to right center. ‘‘Lee’’ Hart, a 
member of the freshman class, also distinguished himself, not only by scoring the 
only run of the game, but by holding up Walter in fine style. The team came through 
the advisory marks in splendid shape, not a man being declared ineligible through 
flunks. This is another example of the excellent scholarship prevalent throughout 
the ranks of Central’s athletic representatives. Another great contributor to the 
team’s success is Gould Menefee, who, as coach, has instilled a fighting spirit into the 
boys—a spirit of enthusiasm such as was characteristic of the teams while he attended 
Central.

The cadets were organized for the year 1914-15 early in October. As a result of 
examination, Gilbert C. Clark of Eastern High School was chosen by the Military 
Board to be Colonel of the High School Cadet Regiment. Regimental officers ap- 
pointed from Central were: Chester Bassett, Major, First Battalion, Ernest Williams, 
Regimental Adjutant (later became Lieutenant Colonel), Elmer Shepherd, Battalion

Each man in the company, from the captain down, must thoroughly appreciate 
the responsibility he contracted upon his shoulders when he signed an enlistment 
blank, and realize to the full extent what it means to old Central to have the First 
Company banner flying over her door. When this is accomplished, the foundation is 
completed. The next element follows so closely upon this foundation that it seems a 
part of it. Hard work, drill day after drill day, concentration of mind, obed- 
ience, fight, and team work apply to every man. Then, among the non-commis- 
sioned officers, corporals and sergeants, the direction to ‘study your drill book’ must 
be accepted at its full value. In this way, alone, can the fine points, the detail of 
every movement become as instinct to them and be successfully taught to the men in 
the ranks. The commissioned officers must be the board of directors or judges. Upon 
them falls the task of planning the work for the year, directing and assisting in the 
instruction, advancing the work as it seems advisable, and endeavoring to their utmost 
to establish harmony and unity of purpose throughout the company. 

Our efforts to run Company A upon this basis have, in a large measure, been suc- 
cessful. With such sergeants as Simon, K. Wood, Jones, Duffies, and Flood working 
with us out of the ranks, and six good corporals, Brunner, Owens, Bennetts, Starr, 
Harbaugh, and Schooley, doing their share in the ranks, we have made of Company 
A one worthy to lead the eadet regiment. 

Among the privates there have been many examples of that spirit which has made 
of Central teams, if not always victors, at least worthy contenders. 

With the Regimental Review just past, and the Competitive Drill near at hand, 
the cadets are receiving their share of the school’s interest and support. Central is 
looking to us, as one of her hopes, to do our best, to make a half hour’s drill the cli- 
max of our year’s work. It is the knowledge of this fact that will send us on the field

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The members of the rifle club are commonly regarded as a sort of semi-danger- 
ous lunaties who, for some unfathomable reason, have become obsessed with a desire 
to puncture a piece of paper set up at a distance, with little round holes. There is no 
possible object to be gained by puncturing the paper; the rifle might, under some con- 
ceivable circumstances, injure someone. On account of these various ideas of the rifle- 
man, it has been very hard to get as many fellows interested in the work as might be 
desired. The chief reason for this lack of interest in the club is due to the absence 
of the spectacular in rifle matches and the stimulation due to the “‘rooter,’’ not to 
mention the lack of sympathy and admiration of the fair sex, which undoubtedly is a 
stimulus in all branches of athletics. 

Nevertheless the Rifle Club has passed through a most successful year. In the 
annual indoor meet, which took place at the National Guard Armory on April 16th 
and 17th, Central won three out of the five events. The Company I team, composed 
of Stokes, Sweeney, Eldridge, and Stearns, took first place in the inter-company 
match. The school team composed of Rogers (captain), Stokes, Eldridge, Sweeney, 
Faris, and Stansfield, won the inter-school mateh, making the highest score ever made 
in that event. Stokes won the Junior Marksman’s match with a score of 194 out of 
200, which is also the highest score ever made in that event. 

In the annual out-door meet which was held on May 15th at the United States Ma- 
rine range at Winthrop, Md., Central again carried off the honors. The inter-com- 
pany match was won by Eldridge, Sweeney, Stokes and Stearns, representing Com- 
pany I. Tech won the inter-club match, defeating Central by only one point. Tn the 
inter-school match, the Central team, composed of Faris, Stokes, De Neale, Eldridge, 
Stansfield, and Rogers, again took first place, making a score of 479 points. In the 
individual maches, Stokes won the Breckenridge medal by the score of 92 out of a 
possible 100. 

Taking everything together, the year has been a very successful one. Although 
there is no distinction made as to the high school championship in rifle shooting, Cen- 
tral won more than fifty percent of the various matches, for which she is entitled to

CENTRAL WINS THREE CHAMPIONSHIPS IN FIVE DAYS 


Three championships in five days, that sounds next to impossible yet such was the 
accomplishment of old Central this year. Captain Beleher commanding Company M 
won the Competitive Drill on May 25, then Captain Macdonald led the baseball team 
to the championship on May 28, and Captain Oyster’s track team took the third of 
the series on May 29. Thus a record was established which will stand for many a day; 
and, besides this, Central has so far, during the calendar year 1915, been undefeated 
in any branch of inter-high school competition. We have turned out teams in every 
branch just a little better than any of the other high schools in Washington. Only the 
football championship next fall is needed to make the year one complete set of vic- 
tories, such as we established in 1910; and ‘‘Buck’’ Ockstadt, the captain of that 
team, feels that they can secure this necessary victory. 

We are, of course, unanimous in our desire to see this accomplished ; but whether 
it is done or not, we still hold that record of having won three inter-high school cham- 
pionships in five days. The greatest part of these victories, however, is not the vie- 
tories themselves, but the success they have brought to the school and the component 
members of the teams, and the manner in which the school stood behind these teams 
and spurred them on to victory. Mr. Wilson said, ‘‘I would much rather see. our 
teams defeated, fighting hard with the school behind them, than have them win a 
hundred champicnships in a half-hearted manner with the school indifferent as to their 
welfare.”’ 

We are sure that Mr. Wilson is just as proud of these teams as any one in school; 
and that he feels just as satisfied with the support given these teams as he feels satis- 
fied with the teams themselves. 

An account of the Competitive Drill can be found under Cadets. This describes 
fully Randy Belcher’s victory, which brought us the first of our three championships. 

Then on May 28, an unusually large gathering of Central rooters was on hand to 
see ‘‘Butch’’ Macdonald’s ball club defeat Tech by the score of 7 to 4, in the play 
off for the championship. 

On Saturday, May 29, Norman Oyster’s track team won the third of these three 
championships. A cold, driving rain fell throughout the entire course of the meet, but 
this did not prevent an enthusiastic band of Central boys and girls from staying until 
the very last event, to support their team. They were rewarded by seeing our boys 
capture the meet by 41 points to 29 for Tech and 10, 8, 7, for Business, Eastern, and 
Western, respectively. 

Thus, we have briefly sketched the story of how Central won three inter-high 
school championships in five days. It is a unique record, and one which will prob- 
ably stand for years to come.
